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Manning, Aug. 12—Upon rejoining
the campalgn party here Wednesday,
Hon. Lang D. Jennings, mayor of

In expressing hls resentment of the
discourtesy shown him in Georgetown
Monday and in denouncing Mayor An-
drews, Mr. Jennings declared that
some¢ years ago when QGeorgetown
was Lhrealened with an uprlsing of
the negroes, the mayor of thot city
called on the mayor of Sumter for as-
sistance but said the speaker, when
the mayor of Sumtor tricd to make a
speech  in Georgetown, the mayor
the city and the chief of police sut on
the stand and smiltd at the howling
down of Sumter's mayor.

Mr. Jennings sald-hy had heard of
Governor Dlease's machine, but had
never seen it in oporation until he
went to Georgetown. He declared that
nctwithstanding Governor  Bleasc's
constant abuse of corporutions, one of
the governor's greatest supporters is
in charge of the higgest corporation
in South Carolinn that “has rohbed
